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News from the VOC Historical Society 


Our rich Dutch Australian history. 

Well of course, the first immigrants to this fine 
country, were those who came across from the 
Malay Archipelago, possibly some 50,000 - 60,000 
years ago. Some say they walked across when a lot 
of the land and islands were one mass, but the more 
one reads about this, the more I believe they still 
had a little boating to do to get here. They of course 
became the Aborigines of Australia. Whether they 
had a name for their new home is not known, as of 
course there was no written history. There is quite a 
bit of Aboriginal art, cave etchings and paintings 
and it would be great if one could translate all those 
markings, depicting history of an early & ancient 
time. The 1st Australians soon occupied a lot of the 
country; with various family groups separating and 
moving through the country by foot. They would 
have travelled along streams and rivers and camped 
by rock holes/water holes. Some remained along 
the coast, but probably moved inland when 
necessary and when the seasons changed, to help 
with their survival. They would have lived off 
whatever they could find by way of hunting, fishing 
and gathering edible plants. 

The first known Europeans to discover and also map 
Australia were the Dutch Explorers. Like Janszoon, 
Hartog, de Vlamingh and more. This was from 
1606 onwards. 

Most of the country discovered and mapped in the 
time of those early Dutch explorers, was Western 
Australia; which became known amongst other 
names: ‘New Holland’. 

There were the Dutch 
shipwrecks along our 
coast, that many of you 
know about—the most 
infamous was of course 
the Batavia. But there 
were others, that in fact 
left some survivors to 
fend for themselves in 
this then, harsh land. It is 
believed that some of 
these survivors mixed 
with the aboriginal 
people. The Nhunda 
people of the area from 
Geraldton up to Shark Bay, will tell you that their 
forefathers were Dutch. So it is quite possible that 
the Dutch have a very strong link with this side of 
Australia going back to at least 1712, perhaps even 
earlier. 

The Dutch and their possible early 
settling in this country: 

There is evidence up and down this coast of WA 
that indicates that the Dutch were here for more 


than just a few days and that a lot of the survivors 
did in fact survive. 

Remnants of shipwrecks used as sign posts or parts 
of shelters. Firearms, bottles, buckles, tobacco tins 
and not just on the foreshores but in caves and at old 
campfire sites. 

But above all else, we should in fact take on board & 
investigate & believe what the aboriginal people 
have to say about all this. They may not have had a 
paper trail of history, like we do, but they do have 
their etchings, drawings and the stories that have 
been passed down from father to son, from mother to 
daughter. 

Western Australia, for me in particular, has a very 
interesting and long history and is NOT a young 

country. There is so much 
to this great place and it is 
well worth investigating 
and researching. 

In 2016 we celebrated 400 
years since Dutchman Dirk 
Hartog first left his mark at 
Dirk Hartog Island, Shark 
Bay in Western Australia. 

In July of this year 2019 we 
will be celebrating the 400- 
year anniversary of the 
discovery of the Southwest 
coast of Western Australia 
and the Houtman Abrolhos Islands. In July 1619 
Commander Frederick de Houtman of the Dutch 
East India Company (VOC) with VOC Councillor of 
the Indies Jacob D’Edel in the ships Dordrecht and 
Amsterdam were the first Europeans to sail along 
this coast.

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The interesting City of Heerlen 


a Heerlen is a City and a Municipality in the Southeast 
of the Netherlands. It is the third largest City and it is 
the fourth largest Municipality in Limburg. 

Heerlen forms part of the City-region of Parkstad 
Limburg, an agglomeration with about 250,000 
inhabitants and encompassing 8 
Municipalities. 

The Flag and Coat of Arms of Heerlen. Heerlen lies East of Maastricht and 

North of the German City of Aachen. 

After its early Roman beginnings and a modest medieval period, Heerlen became a 
centre for the coal mining industry in the Netherlands in the late 19th century. 

In the 20th century, architect Frits Peutz played a major role in shaping the City as 
we know it today. His most famous design, and a distinctive building in the City 
centre, is the so-called: “Het Glaspaleis” (The Glass Palace ), listed as one of the 
world's thousand most architecturally important buildings of the 20th century. 

Glass Palace. 

Castle Ter Worm: The present building 
dates largely from the 17th century, when the original 15th- 
century fortified building was converted into a residence. 

It comprises two wings in a T-shaped floor plan surrounded 
by a moat. The main building is accessible at the front via a 
marl stone bridge dating from 1843, leading to the main 
entrance. 

The West wing can be dated to 1716, while the South wing 
has a keystone with the year 1718 on it. The Castle garden is 
a reconstruction based on a French rococo garden. 

The garden is a favourite wedding location, admission is 
Castle Ter Worm. free. 

History: 

The Castle has existed since the 14th century and has been inhabited by several noble families. 

The first known owner was the Lord of Strijthagen in 1476, when the Castle was a moated building 
fortified by external walls outside the moat. Throughout most of the 20th century, the Castle and 
its Estate, were in the hands of the Orange-Nassau mine and the Castle housed some of their staff. 
In the Castle grounds at that time was a large outdoor swimming pool, in which whole generations 
of the people of Heerlen learned to swim. After the closure of the mine, the government suggested 
that a major Theme Park should be built on the Estate, an idea squashed by the people of Heerlen, 
after a large-scale and widely supported protest. In the last decades of the twentieth century the 
Castle became very run down until it was bought by the Van der Valk Hotel chain, which restored 
it in 1997-1999. It is now a hotel and restaurant. 






The Hoensbroek Castle: 

Located in the small suburb of Hoensbroek, which is to the North-West of Heerlen, is the 
Hoensbroek Castle. 

As with other Castles in the country, it is built on water and partially surrounded by a moat.

Constructed in 1360, it is one of the largest Castles in the Netherlands and it held a strategic 
position for the Dukes of Brabant. 

Admire the fantastic grounds and structure of this Castle and the picture perfect way it sits on the 
water. 

Inside there is an extensive Museum detailing the history of the Castle and displaying various 
artefacts and collections from earlier periods. 


Mondo Verde: 

This is a huge ornamental garden, that contains a variety of different gardens, arrangements and 

restaurants. 

The beauty, colour, style and 
design are simply fantastic and you 
will be enthralled with the number 
of different plants, flowers and 
trees that are found here. 

Split into many interesting themed 
areas, one minute you can find 
yourself in an Italian garden 
surrounded by Roman architecture and a plethora of unusual flora, and the next minute you are 
transported to Japan and walking under the walnut tree and cherry blossom.

Coalmine tourist attraction: 

Another wonderful attraction is based on the coal mining industry, that 
once thrived in Heerlen. 

Located midway between Maastricht and Heerlen in the small town of 
Valkenburg lies the underground world of ’’Steenkolenmijn” ( coal 
mine). 

A visit to this mine is very worthwhile and discover what it was like to 
work beneath the surface of the earth in a coal mine. 

Glass Palace: 

This stunning piece of architecture is one of the most recognized buildings in Heerlen, and one of 
the best examples of the modem architectural movements in the Netherlands. 

Located in the City Centre next to the Pancratiuskerk (Pancratius Church), this structure has an 
abundance of glass and is actually known as the Glass Palace. 

In 1999, it was put on the list of the 1000 most important buildings of the 20th century by 
the International Union of Architects during their World Congress in Beijing. 

Having glass on three sides, it was a foremnner of climate controlled buildings. 

Inside this fantastic building, you can find a Museum of Contemporary Art, the Centre for 
Architecture and Urbanism and a Public Library. For those who love to leam and appreciate 
modem art and architecture, this establishment will provide a host of learning opportunities.
